'Fhefe Things being thus, it may 
well be allowed that the Covenant of Grace 
adminiſters ſuitable Comforts under Diſtreſſes. 
An Inftance of which we have in the Per- 
ſon, whofe Deceaſe occaſioned this Diſcourſe. 
Many Things might be mentioned concern- 
ing her, worthy of our Imitation; but I 
ſhall not enlarge on her Character: : ; ter 
Manner of Life was well known to many of 
you. This I think may be ſaid of her, with- 
out any Suſpicion of Fl: lattery to her honour- 
able Memory, that the Grace of God, which 
bringeth Salvation, and has appeared to all 
Men, taught her to deny Ungodlineſs and 
worldly Luſts, to live ſoberly, and righteouſ- 
ly, and godly in this preſent World. Her 
Afflictions were many, which ſo far as I am 
able to judge from my Acquaintance with 
her, ſhe bore with Patience, nns. 
and Chearfulneſs. 75 

In her laſt tedious and heavy one, ſhe was 
generally comfortable, and che nearer her

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Time of Diſſolution drew nigh, her Faith grew 
ſtronger in Covenant-Love. When [ paid her 
my laſt Viſit, ſhe ſpoke very freely of divine 
Things, witha remarkable Degree of Pleaſure: 
But the State of her Body being then very 
low, I was fearful ſpeaking too much might 
be prejudicial to her, which I ſignified: She
